The Receivers Seek to Lop Off 
Branches.

Their Petition is Argued 


born at St. Paul—Frederick R. Cou- 
dert Interviewed—Monthly 
Statement. 

ST. PAUL, July 19.—E. Ellery Anderson, 
0. W. Mink and Frederick R. Coudert, re- 
ceivers of the Union Pacific, and John M. 
Thurston, counsel for ithe receivers, were 
in the United States Court before Judge 
Sanborn to present their petitoin in regard 
to eight non-paying branches of the Union 
Pacific system. 

Coudert said: ‘“‘As to these branches, 
although in some cases they are incident- 
ally valuable to the system, the receivers 
desire fnstructions from the court. Where 
it is for the general good that these in- 
firm members of the system be supported 


out of the common fund, the court will no 


doubt order a continuance of the practice 
which the receivers, under the general in- 
structions, have heretofore followed. Should 
any question-of fact be raised, it is prob- 
able that the court will order reference 


to the master to take proof. In conse-. 


quence of the recent appointment of a 
separate receiver for the Oregon Railway 
and Navigation Company, one of the moat 
| important questions is eliminated from 
the discussion. The receivers are confi- 
dent that their petition’ will not meet with 
opposition.” 

The petition was argued at some length 
by Thurston. 

From the attitude of the court its 
comments in the hearing it seemed that 
it was inclined to the view that. the 
branch lines should be cut off, where 
the contracts would allow. At the time 
of the recess, at 12:30 o’clock, an in- 
formal discussion was in progress, and 
it was continued at the hour for reassem- 
bling. 

An informal agreement was re 
among the parties concerned that when 
it was to the interest of both sides to re- 
tain any line that line shall not be cut 
off. Another hearing on the case will be 
held tomorrow. 

THE MONTHLY STATEMENT. 

BOSTON, July 19.—The receivers of the 
Union Pacific system this afternoon issued 
their statement of the condition of the 
road for Mey. The gross earnings were 
$2,535,221.46, and the expenses $2,159,906.11, 
leaving a surplus of $373,315.35, which is 
$587,944.83 less than that of last year.. 
For the five months ending May 31, the 
earnings were $11,779,987.83; expenses, in- 
cluding taxes, $9,487,795.54, and surplus, 
$2,601,192.29, a decrease of $2,136,754.84 
from last year.

ONE HUNDRED JAIL-BIRDS.

The jail is heavily guarded to- 
night, as the officers have been informed 
of a threatened attempt to rescue the 
strikers.

Case in a Nutshell.

INDIANAPOLIS, July 19.—J.° T. Mur- 
ray of the Monon was given a hearing by 
Judge Baker of the Federal Court on the 
charge of contempt of court. The court 
continued the case until November, and 
released Murray on a bond of $1000.. In 
discussing the plea of Murray’s attorneys 
for their client, the court made use of the 
following language: 

“Tt have had occasion to say that any 
body of men who have engaged in a com- 
bination to strike and to interfere with 
anybody else who goes to work ni de- 
nounce them as ‘scabs,’ will be in con-

demand. If in the night-time some high- 
wayman would stop me and say: ‘Please 
give me your purse; I will thank you to 
do it,’ notwithstanding the politeness of 
his language, I would underaipnd it as a 
threat. 

“And so, when a ‘mane: of a strike 
comes, and, with an angry mob of strik- 
ers behind him, clothed with authority, 
and says to some other man in the employ 
of the road: ‘Please now, don’t you think 
you ought to come out?’ the court under- 
stands it as a threat. It is the highway-

A SMALL RIOT. 

HAMMOND (ind.,) July 19.—The soldiers

MAYOR PARDEE’S PROCLAMATION, 

OAKLAND, ‘July 19.—Mayor Pardee last 
evening issued a riot proclamation, in 
which he orders crowds off the streets 
and requests that people keep indoors. It 
reads: 

‘Whereas, there exists in the city of 
Oakland a condition of affairs threatening 
the destruction of property, disturbance of 
the peace, interference of - travel by rail- 
road train and the cessation of commerce, 
and, 

‘“‘Whereas, the gathering of crowds or 
assemblages of people upon the public 
streets tends to increase the danger to 
property; threatens the peace, good order 
and quiet of the city, and tends to inter- 
fere with travel and the movement of 
merchandise. All persons wihin the city 
of Oakland are hereby requested and 
directed to refrain from assembling in 


public streets, sidewalks or squares for 

any purpose whatever, and all peaceful | 

persons are hereby directed and requested 
to go upen the public streets only in the 
pursuit of their legitimate business. 

“The Chief of Police is hereby directed 
to clear the streets, sidewalks and public 
squares of this city of all crowds, assem- 
blages, groups of, persons and loiterers, 
and to keep the said streets so clear until 
ordered otherw'se.

They are downcast under the asser- 
tion that their party failed in ability to 
Manage the government, as they are ap- 
prehensive that efforts to bring about 
tariff reform may fail, but they are much 


more downcast and apprehensive in their 
fears that Democratic Principles May be 
surrendered. 


these circumstances they cannot 
do otherwise than look with conf- 
dence to you and ‘those who, with you, have 
patriotically and cheerfully championed the 
cause of tariff reform within Democratic 
lines, and are guided by those principles. 
This confidence is vastly augmented by 
the action, under your leadership, of the 
House of Representatives upon ‘the bill now 
pending.

Under’ these 
circumstances it may well excite our won- 
der - that Democrats are willing to de- 
part from this most Democratic of all 
tariff principles, and that the inconsistent 
absurdity of such proposed departure 
should be emphasized by the suggestion 
that the wool of the farmer be put on 
the free list and the protection of 
tariff taxation be placed around the iron 
ore and coal of corporations and capital- 
ists. How can we face the people after 
indulging in such outrageous discrimina- 
tion ~and violations of principles? It is 
quite apparent that this question of free 
raw materials does not admit of adjust- 
ment on any middle grounds, since their 
subjection to any rate of tariff taxation,

possible, 


I hope you will not ecteiies it intrusive 
if I sdy something in relation to another 
subject which can hardly’ fail to be 
troublesome to the conference. I refer to ~ 
the adjustment of tariff taxation on sugar. 
Under our party platform and in accord- 
ance with our declared party purpose, 
sugar is a legitimate and logical article of 
revenue taxation. Uufortunately, how- 
ever, incidents have accompanied certain 
stages of legislation which would be sub- | 
mitted to the conference that have 
aroused in connection with this subject 
national Democratic animosity to methods 
of manipulation of trusts and combina- 
tions. I confess to sharing in this feel- 
ing, and -yet it seems tO me we ought if 
sufficiently to free ourselves 
from prejudice to enable us coolly to 
weigh considerations which, in formulating 
tariff legislation, ought to guide our treat- 
ment of sugar as a taxable article. = 
STOP AND CONSIDER. 

While no tenderness should be enter- 
tained for trusts, and while I decidedly 
oppose the granting to them under the 
guise of tariff taxation any opportunity to 
further their particular methods, I sug- 
gest that we ought not to be driven away 
from the Democratic principle and policy 
which led to taxation of sugar by a feag, 
quite likely exaggerated, that in carrying 
out this principle and policy we may in- 
directly and inordinately encourage a com- 
bination of sugar-refining interests. I 
know that in the present conditions thig 
is a delicate subject, and I appreciate the 
depth and strength of feeling which its 
treatment has aroused. I do not believe 
we should do evil that good may come, 
but it» seems to me that we should not 
forego our aim in the completion of the 
tariff, and in taxing sugar for proper pure 
poses and within reasonable bounds, what- 
ever else may be said, our. actions were ip 
no danger of running counter to Demo- 
cratic principles. 

With all there is at stake, there must 
be in the treatment of this article some 
ground upon which we all are willing to 
stand where toleration and conciliation 
may be allowed to solve the problem with- 
out demanding the entire surrender of 
fixed conscientious convictions. 


TOUCHING. 

I ought mot to prolong this letter. It 
what I have written is unwelcome, I beg 
you to believe in my good intentions. In 
the conclusions of the conference touching 
the numerous items which will be com 
sidered, the people are not afraid that their 
interests will be meglected.

The Democrats of the House, without 
a division of sentiment, as far as surface 
indications were concerned, and amid a 
scene of unparalleled enthusiasmj sent 
the tariff bill back to the conference, with 
instructions to the conferees to stand firm 
against the amendments which the Senate 
had placed upon the bill. A special order 
was brought in from the Committee on 
Rules, which limited the debates on the 
motion to disagree to two hours, and was 
ordered so as to prevent specific instruc- 
tions on sugar or any. other particular. 
schedule. 

In the preliminary debate over the adop- 
tion of this resolution, Representative 
Johnson, the radical free-trader from 
Ohio, protested against a course of pro- 
cedure that would give the House no op- 
portunity to give specific instructions on 
sugar. The debate which occurred on the 
adoption of the motion instructing the 
House to insist upon its disagreement, 
was practically confined to Chairman Wil- 
son on one hand, and ex-Speaker Reed on 
the other, although short speeches were | 
made by Gen. Wheeler of Alabama and ex- 
Speaker Grow of Pennsylvania before the 
vote was taker. 

The utterances of Mr. Wilson, who wag 
suffering intense pain, and whose 
head was bound with a handkerchief 
that ex:ended to his chin, so that he wag 
practically blindfolded, created intense en- 
thusiasm among his colleagues. Every 
sentence he uttered in opposition to the 
concessions which the Senate sought to 
force was applauded to the echo, and the 
climax was reached when he sent to the 
clerk’s desk and had him read a letter 
from President Cleveland declaring that 
the future welfare of the Democratic party - 
depended -upon the adherence to the 
Democratic principles upon which—the 
House bill was framed. 

Ex-Speaker Reed's reply also met with 
uproarious applause from his political 
colleagues.

ences and thus adopt a different and modi- 
fied scheme of tariff reform. Whatever 
imperfections may have attached to the 
House bill #t did mot seem to be accepted 
by the people of this country as a fair 
and substantial performance of the pledges 
by which the Democratic party came into 
power at the beginning of tthis administra- 
tion. It was framed upon Democratic 
lines in the main. It sought in levying 
taxes to consider chiefly and primarily the 
wants of tthe public treasury and not the 
profits and schemes of great private inter- 
ests. (Applause on the Democratic side.) 

“The bill which comes back to us from 
the Senate has not met the approval of 
the great tariff-reform sentiment of this 
country. The Senate voted down the pro- 
posal of the Committee on Ways and 
Means for a gradual repeal of the bounty 
and a reduction by one-half on refined 
sugar. The Senate has reintroduced into 
the. proposed tariff bill a sugar schedule, 
which, whether truly or not, has been 
accepted by the country, by the press, 
and by the ‘people, as unduly favorable 
to the great Sugar Trust. It proposes a 
duty of 40 per cent. ad valorem on all 
grades of sugar, and a differential of 
1 1-10 cents on sugar imported from coun- 
tries that pay an export duty upon their 
sugar. There is reasonable ground for dif- 
ference of opinion among Democrats as 
to whether any duty upon sugar should 
be placed in our tariff bill or not. 

“Tt has always been contended by those 
who have been leaders in the great tariff 
reform movements in this country that 
of all the articles yielding large revenue, 
sugar was the one article upon which an 
ideal Democratic revenue tariff could be 
placed. There would be substantial agree- 
ment,’ I think, with that position today in 
the Democratic party, except for the fact 
that the framers of the McKinley bill,. in 
their zeal, cut off taxation, the larger 
part of which went into the public treas- 
ury, in order that they might increase 
taxes, the larger part of which went into 
the pockets of their beneficiaries. (Loud 
applause on the Democratic side.) 

“If the House conferees were prepared 
to recede from the Hous® position fur 
free sugar, and attempt to agree upon 
some revenue taxation for sugar, they 
could not, without the mandate of this 
House, accept such a provision as that 
which is offered in the Senate bill.

“IT hope, whatever the fate of the gen- 
eral bill is, that the House will not con- 
sent to any adjournment until it has 
passed a single bill, putting refined sugar 
on the free list. (Renewed cheering on 
the Democratic side.) 

“‘Mr. Speaker, I shall not detain this 
house with an argument on. the other 
points of dispute between the two houses. 
I have, perhaps, almost gone beyond the 


closing, call attention wW the 
which we find ourselves toaay with refer- 
ence to tariff taxation. This great ques- 
tion of the tariff reform has been the 
burning, dividing question of American 
politics for the last three campaigns. The 
American people have three times voted 
for the present occupant of the White 
House on the great issue of tariff reform. 
When- in 1888 we were defeated by a 
narrow margin before the people of this 
country, there was not a Democrat in 
all this land who did not feel on the 
morning after the election as enthusiastic 
and as determined to press forward in 
that fight as he did when the hope of 
victory was with him the day bafore.

WASHINGTON, July 19.—Secretary 
Smith has issued instructions to registerers

have to depend. entirely on its own 
- efforts to secure justice. 


While the strike was on—while lawless. 


men were seeking to interfere with the 
business of the Southern Pacific and 
other railroad corporations, and to destroy 
their property—The Times did not consider 
it an opportune time to take up the dis- 
cussion of this or any other outside ques- 
tions affecting the companies; but, on the 
contrary, we deemed our simple public 


_@uty to be an .unwavering support of 


law and order, and the defense of the 
property rights and interests which had 
been assailed without justification. Now, 
however, that the strike is over, we shall 
again refer from time td time to this 
question of a harbor site, of so much 
importance to Los Angeles, and upon 
which, it is scarcely necessary for us to 
gay, our views, as frequently and fully 
expressed in these columns, have under- 
one no change whatever.

It is 
stated that if it had not been for the re- 
cent strong expression of sentiment on 
the part of the people of Los Angeles 
he would have succeeded in getting an ap- 
propriation through the Senate for Santa 
Monica. Mr. Huntington may think that 
the appointment of this visiting committee 
is a long step toward an appropriation 
for Santa Monica, but we do not share 
that belief. One of the members of this 
commitiee—Senator Jones—is heavily in- 
in the question, and decency 
‘would have dictated that he should not 
have taken such a prominent part. Two 
other members of the committee are be- 
lieved to be closely allied to the South- 
ern Pacific Company.

At‘a meeting of trades unions in In- 
diana the question of ifiviting Debs to be- 
come the candidate of the unions for Gov- 
ernor of the State was brought up, and, 
after a hot discussion, the resolution was 
adopted by three majority, many not vot- 
ing.

As we prophesied would, be the case, & 
number of industries are taking advantage 
of the strike to either close down or re- 
duce .their working forces. The latest 
step in this direction has been the closing 
of the railroad shops on a portion of the 
Union Pacific system, which will throw 
hundreds of men out of employment, and 
paralyze business in that section. This is 
only a small portion of the work which 
Mr. Debs has accomplished. 

Marshal Baldwin has very pertinentiy't 
replied to the Sacramento strikers who 
offered their services as deputies that the 
best thing they can do is to abstain from 
committing unlawful acts, when there 
would be no occasion for the presence of 
the military nor need of their services as 
deputy marshals. Mr. Baldwin has done 
some weak and foolish things since the 
strike began, but this is not one of them. 


THE NORTH POLE. 


It is proposed that tke United States 
Congress complete explorations of the North 
and South poles and make an annual ap- 
propriation of $25,000 for this purpose. So 
Many unsuccessful attempts have been 
made in this direction dufing the past 
thirty years that the search for the pole 
has come to be regarded by most people 
as ah ignis fatuus. Many valuable lives 
and a large amoumnit of money have been 
sacrificed in the attempt to find the spot 
which lies under the Polar Star, and the 
question is asked what good would it do, 
supposing the pole were finally discovered. 
Man is, however, always striving after the 
unattainable. The very fact that the pole 
is a hard place to reach creates a strong 
desire on ‘the part of many enterprising 
people to go there. It is also quite pos- 
sible that a successful expedition of this 
sort might make discoveries of an inter- 
esting or even startling character. There 
are many who believe that an open sea 
surrounds the pole, where the climate is 
much milder than it is at a further dis- 
tance. Some even believe that an unknown 
race of people will be discovered in that 
mysterious region. One of the most ex- 
traordinary of all the theories is that 
which was advanced by Cleves Symmes, 
who maintained that there is a big hole 
at ‘the pole, and that vessels have actually 
sailed some distance imto it. A son of 
Symmes holds to the ‘theory advanced by 
his father—who, by the way, was an “Ohio 
man.” 


The naval “stability board’ has com- 
pleted and submitted to the Secretary of 
the Navy its report upon the stability of 
the battleships Indiana, Massachusetts and 
Oregon. - Practical heeling or inclining 
tests were made to ascertain the behavior 
of the vessels under all possible condi- 
tions of. load, The result is highly grat- 
ifying to the department, for it justifies 
in all respects the designs of the ves- 
sels, and shows that they are superior to 
any warships afipat of corresponding size.

The State of Massachusetts has made an 
important, and, doubtless beneficial, 
change in its highway law. The tlew 
measure is designed to practically secure 
for the State an improved system of roads 
within a few years. The sum of $300,000 
is appropriated, and to make sure that it 
shall be applied where most needed, the 
counties taking any part of this sum are 
obliged to return one-fourth of the same 
with 3 per cent. interest, which sum will 
be yearly added to the fund to be ex- 
pended by the State commission in such 
a way that if the commission deems it ad- 
visable the whole amount shall be returned 
in six years. The commission can act on 
petition of county commissioners, the 
Mayor or Aldermen of a city, og the select- 
men of a‘town. Roads are to be con- 
structed by contract, in accordance with 
proposals duly advertised. To make sure 
that the money shall be fairly apportioned 
among the several counties, the law pro- 
vides that not more than ten miles of road 
shall be constructed in one county with- 
out the approval of the Governor and 
Council. 


A new machine for grinding a log into 
paper pulp and producing a fiber believed 
to. be much better than that obtained by 
the Voetter method, is reported from 
New England, but without names of in- 
ventors or place of trial. The case of the 
machine is of metal, over.one inch thick, 
and very heavily made. Throughout its 
surface it is pierced with holes, and the 
inner surface is corrugated. Within is 
a theavy cylinder, the outer surface of 
which is corrugated, the corrugations run- 
ning in a direction opposite to those of 
the casing. When the cylinder is set in 
motion, and a log of wood is placed be- 
tween cylinder and casing, the corru- 
gations strip the wood into a soft, fluffy, 
fibrous material, almost like cotton; so 
nearly like it, in fact, as to be mistaken 


for cotton by the ‘uninitiated.

Chief Johnson Secures a New Design for the 

$1 Silver Certificates..

WASHINGTON, July 19.—Claude M. 
Johnson, the chief of the Bureau of En- 
graving and Printing, today received from 
Secretary Carlisle his approval of a new 
design for the $1 silver certificates. John- 
son, during the last year or more, has 
been engaged in working out an artistic 
unit design for a bank note, and his pres- 
ent achievement is regarded as a tri- 


umph. 

The details of the work were done by 
the well-known artist, Will H. Lowe, 
and the work of engraving the plate will 
be done by Charles Schlecka, who is 
now ehgaged in engraving the World’s 
Fair diploma. « Work on the qesigns for 
the several other denominations’ will soon 

The design represents history in- 
structing youth. History is represented 
by a female figure, in a reclining posi- 
tion, with her right arm around a youth 
and the left arm extended forward, agar 
n 
the background, showing the dome of the 
Capitol and the Washington monument. 
The open pages of a book on the other 
end of the note contains the Constitution 
of the United States. The border conr 
sists of wreaths extended all around the 
note, in each of which is the name of 
some prominent man, who has figured in 
‘the history of the country, as a states- 
man, author, inventor, soldier or sailor. 
This design was propounced, by all who 
saw it as truly a work o 

Johnson expressed in 
having secured, the employment of the 
talent of Lowe. He claims that 
the money of the country should not only 
be as valued intrinsically as the money 
of any other country, but should be bet- 
ter from ah artistic standpoint. He has 
been working quite hard for nearly a year 
to accomplish this result, it being diffi- 
cult to educate engravers and designers 
out of the old, conventional form of note 
and secure a ‘design that. would give the 
| security from counterfeiting which is 
absdlutely essential, while being artistic. 
The design is one of a series of 
ver certificates, which .will be produced 
by Lowe, Walter Shirlaw of New York 
and other artists. It is claimed by John- 
son that the innovation in the work of 
designing bank notes will give great sat- 
isfaction to the country, and there is noth- 
ing ‘artistic about the spotted make-up of 
the present notes. 

This new series of notes will be prob- 
ably not issued within a year. 

The postage stamps furnished the Post- 
office Department under the new contract 
with the Bureau of Engraving and Print- 
ing, will not be ready for general circula- 
tion for two weeks. The contract took 
effect in July, and a small number from 
the new plates have been issued already, 
the long issue being drawn on to furnish 
the postoffices requiring additions to their 
supplies, as there are about six hundred 
million of these, sufficient to last two or

“Mr. Huntington appeared before the 
committee in person last Tuesday and 
urged the appropriation of $4,000,000 to 
build the breakwater at Santa Monica. His 
argument to the committee was supported 
by that of a Chicago engineer named Cor- 
thell, who said at first that he had made 
his investigation on his own account and 
out of curiosity, but afterwards admitted 
that in compliance with Mr. Huntington’s 
request, he had visited Washington in re- 
lation to the matter before making his 
survey.

“The session of the Commerce Commit- 
tee, today, although for this special har- 
bor purpose, was only attended by about 
half the m , and the Southern Pa- 
cific forces, under the leadership of Mr. 
Huntington in person. Senator White of 
California, having hurried back from. At- 
lanta City, was present, and, in an able 
speech for the government and people’s 
side of the question, was again able to 
postpone the vote until Monday. It is 
likely, in any event, the contest will be 
carried to the floor of the Senate. The 
large investment of St. Louis capital in 
the terminal railroads in and about 
Angeles, and terminating at San Pedro, 
makes it of vital consequence to a large 
circle of prominent men in St. Louis, 
but timely aid of Senator Vest, in pre- 
venting snap judgment in the matter, is 
noteworthy.

The 
end of it all was the adoption of a resolu- 
tion postponing action until the Senate 
Committee on Commerce can take advan- 
tage of the recess to go to Los Angeles 
and see for themselves both San Pedro and 
Santa Monica. While the San Pédro péo- 
ple would have preferred immediate ac- 
tion they are still pretty well satisfied, 
for no fear is entertained as to what the 
decision of the committee will be when 
the two harbor propositions are seen side 
by side.

“By virtue of a resolution passed at a 
regular meeting of citizens at Main and 
Ninth streets, Friday evening, July 13, I 
beg leave as secretary of this committee, 
to make a brief report of the work al- 
ready accomplished by the various commit- 
tees, whose aim has been the construction 
of a magnificent hotel, upon the old site, 
at Main and Tenth streets. 

“More than three months have elapsed 
since the committee was appointed, and, 
had it not been for the untiring efforts of 
a few of them, this gigantic enterprise 
Our most persist- 
ent committeemen, after a protracted task 
in educating the benefited owners in the 
vicinity as to their duties in the matter, 
and the fact of their obtaining a lower 
price on the hotel site than was at first 
contemplated, have made it possible for 
me to make a most encouraging report. 
In looking the field over, I am of the 
opinion that the general public now be- 
lieves that there is not a more fitting lo- 
cation. for the enterprise than the one we 
now have in hand. 

“The option on the north end of the 
block to be given in the way of an induce- 
ment to obtain the hotel, was, at first, 
$40,000’ net, without donation. Later on, 
Mrs. Denker and Mrs. Hammell gener- 
ously reduced the price to $30,000. : 

‘The first option given by Mrs. Childs

with a donation from, herself and ‘chil- 
dren of $12,250. Later on, this donation 
Was increased to $23,500. 
“Thus, it will be observed, that it has 
only been necessary for the committee to 
raise a bonus of $75,000 instead of $85,000, 
as first contemplated. As thereis gener- 
ally some shrinkage in subscription lists, 
it was thought best to raise a sum of $80,- 
000, and, if all that has been promised is 
subscribed, the lists may yet show that 
amount, but as the lists now stand the do- 
nation is $78,915, or, in other words, a sur- 
plus of $3015. The lists are considered 
unusually good, and it is believed that 
every dollar could be collected, if due to-

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TRAINS CROWDED. 


The Railroads are Making Up 


All’ Fears of Further Trouble from the 
Strikers Allayed—Two Slight Acci- 
dents to Locomotives 

Cause Delay. 


‘Judging from the crowded conditions of 


both Eastern and Northern points yester- 
day, all fears which may have been en- 
tertained as regards the strikers have been 
completely allayed, and that the railroad 
Officials are determined, if possible, to 
avoid a repetition of the trouble from 
which they are just recovering for some 
time to come is evident from the policy 
Which is being pursued by them in the re- 
organization of their working forces. 

Now that ‘they have had time to think 

the matter over, even the most radical of 
the strikers are becoming convinced of 
the mistake they made in attempting to 
carry their war beyond the limits of public 
endurance, amd they are reluctantly re- 
tiring from the field altogether. The fact 
that almost all of the old men are at work 
again has disarmed them completely, for 
any attempt at violence now would only. 
result in harming ‘their friends, and the 
men with whom they were associated. That 
they realize this is evident, for although 
almost all trains have been running with- 
out guards within the past few days, the 
Marshal’s force having been reduced by at 
least 150 deputies, not an overt act has 
been made by those who are still out on 
account of the strike. 
- While the action of Judge Ross, the 
prompt arrest of Engineer Patterson and 
the knowledge ‘that the Federal grand jury 
and the authorities still have several mat- 
ters connected with the strike under con- 
sideration, may have a quieting effect, it 
is certain ‘that should any demonstration 
be made at this time the men who have 
returned to work would resent it in such 
a manner as to effectually prevent a repe- 
tition of the offense.

THE PUBLIC PARKS, 


Lands Which It is Desired to Have 
demned. 

-The action of.the City Council regarding 
the condemnation of land for park purposes 
has caused a good deal of comment. — 

_It will be remembered ‘that on several 
occasions within the past few months the 
Land Committee has repor recommend- 
ing that the seven blocks of land of thirty- 
five acres each, located in the middle por- 
tion of Elysian Park, which lands are 
owned by private parties, be condemned 
for park purposes. 

‘Scarcely would the recommendation be 
read before the Council when a motion 
would be made to includes in ‘the proceed- 
ings the land in the gully southwest of 
Westlake Park, between Seventh and Ninth 
streets. This amendment would be moved 


tain land adjoining East-side Park, and 
scarcely would such an amendment be 
offered before a motion would be made to 
certain adjoining Hollenbeck 


Almost before this mass of amendments 
would. reach the clerk’s desk there would 
be a plea from the Sixth Ward repre- 
sentative that the people in the southern 
portion of the city: would like a park which 
they could call their own. The suspense 
would be ended by the whole maiter being 
referred to the Land Committee, where it 
would slumber for a few ‘weeks, only to 
be brought before the Council at a suc- 
ceeding meeting. 

This sort of monotony was broken last 
Monday when by a new move on the 
councilmanmic chess board the - 
Westlake and East-side park propositions 
went to the City Attorney with instruc- 
tions to institute the moceeraty proceedings 
for condemnation. 

The. statis of the matter being as it| 
is, the value placed by the City Assessor 
upon the lands proposed to be condemned 
may be of interest. The seven blocks of 
thirty-five acres each in Elysian Park are 
assessed at $3500 apiece, making $24,500 
in all. The land which it is thought of 
adding to Westlake Park is irregularly 
Shaped, and, therefore, its assessed valu- 
‘tion can only be approximated. What is 
under consideration there is to take the 
land in the gully up to a level with the 
present lake and fill it with water. Be- 
side this it, is asked that sufficient be 
taken so that a driveway of good width 
may be laid out around the edge “of what 
—e thus be made the new portion of the 
ake 

This ground being irregular its exact 

area is difficult to obtain. By means of 
measurements taken. from the map the 
amount of surface is found to be approxi- 
mately twenty acres.’ The land is as- 
sessed at about $350 ‘per acre, and this 
makes its assessed value about $7000. 

The land proposed to be taken at East 
Side Park is about. sixty acres in extent 
and is assessed at about $175 per acre, 
which makes it amount to $10,500. 

The land proposed to be condemned at 
Hollenbeck Park is assessed in. sepdrate 
lots, and to obtain its exact assessed valua- 
tion would require a good deal of compp- 
tation. By a careful estimate of its front- 
age and the average assessment thereon

These are Busy Times in the 
Apricot Orchards. 


All Available Hands are at Work at Good 
Wages—A Permanent Exhibit by 

the Chamber of Com: 
 merce—Notes. 


SANTA ANA, July 19.—(Special Correspond- 
ence.) There never were busier times in 
Orange county than the present time. The 
many apricot orchards are swarming with 
pickers, pitters and handlers of wooden trays. 
There are men, women and children, all 
working happily together under a canvas 
canopy, ‘the air is fragrant with the sweet 
perfume of ripened fruit and, upon the 
whole, the scene Is a and 
pleasant one. 

Until this week the ripening of socithia 
has been slow on account of the cool weather, 
but the past few days have been regular 
ripeners, and now everybody is kept busy. 
The crop is very large, and, as a result, the 
fruit is not as large as usual, but is of fine 
quality, and the cutters, who have been 
working by the tray, hundred weight, 
have not been able to make very big wages. 
The demand for cutters said to exce 
the s upply and wages, therefore, for ‘this 
kind of labor are advancim®. 

Visitors from the East should ‘visit some 
of the fruit ranches of Orange county at this 
time of year if they want to see how syste- 
matically and advantageously the crop is 
picked, pitted and dried, ready for the Kast- 
ern market, It is a pretty sight.

"CHARTER REVISION. 


Considered by the Chamber of 
Commerce Directors. 3 


The Position of the Citizens’ League Ex- 
plained at Some Length—Some of 


the Changes that are 
Suggested. 

A meeting of the board of directors of 
the Chamber of Commerce was held yes- 
terday afternoon for the purpose of con- 
sidering the proposed revision of the city 
charter, as prepared by the Citizens’ 
League. There were present Messrs. 
Charles Forman, F. W. King, G. W. Par- 
sons, E. F. C. Klokke, E. W. Jones, M. 8. 
Severance, K. Cohn and T. A. Eisen. The 
league was represented by J. S. Slauson 
and G. J. Griffith. 

M. 8S. Severance was alien: to preside 
and on motion the charter as prepared by 
the Citizens’ League was taken up and 
considered seetion by section. 

In explaining the position of the league 
regarding some of the changes from the 
present charter, proposed by the league, 
Mr. Slauson said that it is.believed best 
to have five members of the Board of Edu- 
cation elected at large rather than to have 
one from each ward. By so doing the 
ward lines will not be drawn so closely. 

It was further explained as being 


Street Superintendent and City Engineer 
consolidated, as the work of those offices 
is quite closely connected, and it would, in 
that way, be more harmoniously con- 
ducted. 

Over the section providing that several 
of the city officers shall be appointed by 
the Mayor, there was considerable debate, 
some of those present expressing themselves 
as believing it would be better to have 
the appointments subject to confirmation 
by the Council, while others maintained 
the appointments should be made by the 
Mayor without being subject to such con- 
firmation. A vote being taken, the section 
was approved as it stood, the appointments 
being not. subject to confirmation by the 
Council, but the power being vested in 
that body to remove a appointed officer 
for cause. 

The provision relating” to ithe keeping of 
the books of the various departments 
whereby a monthly report must be made 
by each to the City Auditor, was ex- 
plained by Mr. Slauson ‘to be for the pur- 
pose of having the records in the City 
Auditor’s office a sort of compendium so 
that, instead 6f having to go to a num- 
ber of offices im order to get any particular 
data desired, the information may all be 
gotten from the books of the City Auditor. 

Upon reaching the section defining the 
duties of the Street Superintendent Mr. 
Forman stated that the incumbent in that 
office is putting in a large.number of in- 
spectors and it is impossible for the public 
bo get satisfactory information regarding 
what they are doing. 

The remaining sections of the proposed 
charter were read and were approved after 
some slight modifications. 


BLANDFORD’S CASE. 


-lonvicted of Disturbing the Peace and Fined 


Fifty Dollars. 

At 3 o’clock the preliminary examina- 
tion of James W. Blandford, charged 
with assault to murder, was commenced 
before Justice Seaman. Blandford is the 
man, who, in a drunken frenzy, struck at 
his sister-in-law, Mattie Priester, with a 
knife, about ten days ago, at his home 
on the corner of Belmont avenue and 
Temple streets. James R. Dupuy and 
Charles C. Davis were retained as counsel 
for the defense. Deputy District. Attorney 
the prosecution The 
prisoner’s wife, her sister, the girl at- 
tacked by Blandford, and a crowded 
courtroom listened to the testimony intro- 
duced, and the heated arguments of the 
attorneys with an interest which never 
flagged for a moment. 

The first witness called was G. T. Mc- 
Lain, a grading contractor, residing at 
No. 407 Lake Shore avenue, by whom 
Blandford was employed, and who was 
in the room at the time of the trouble. 
He said that he, Blandford and five of 
his other employees had drunk a bottle 
of whisky at his house, about 5 o’clock in 
the afternoon in question. He and Bland- 
ford then went to the latter’s house, at 
Belmont and Temple streets, upstairs 
above Kenyon’s grocery store, for dinner. 
‘Blandford was under the influence of 
iiquor, and, during theeprogress of the 
meal, became enraged because he saw that 
their landlord, Kenyon, had not fixed a 
broken window in the room. He picked 
up a heavy butcher knife, declaring that 
he intended to go down and kill Kenyon, 
and started: for the door. His sister-in- 
law, Mattie Priester, who was also in 
the room at the time, ran to the door, 


closed it, and stood with her back against 


it, to prevent him. Blandford raised the 
knife to strike her, McLain grabbed his 
arm and the heavy knife struck the panel 
of the door instead, with such force as 
to break off about half an inch from the 
point. The knife is a large one, with 
a blade about eight inches long, and 
was here introduced as evidence. 

Miss Mattie Priester was then sworn 
and gave similar testimony. She said, 
too, that she did not believe that Bland- 
ford intended to kill her, but Kenyon, 
and that they had always been the best 
of friends. The only threats which the 
prisoner gave utterance to were against 
Kenyon. 

These were the only witnesses who were 
put upon the stand, and Mr. Dupuy then 
addressed the court on the prisoner’s be- 
half. He emphasized the total lack of in- 
tention on the part of Blandford to kill 
his sister-in-law, declaring that no jury 
would find the defendant guilty on such 
evidence.

TEMPORARILY INSANE. 


Suicide of James F. Waterman by Cutting 
His Throat. 

James F. Waterman, uged 81 years, who 

attempted to commit suicidé last Tuesdty, 


| died from the effects of his self-inflicted 


injuries at-an early hour yesterday morn- 
ing. The deceased was the father of 
Charles W. Waterman, Sr., partner in the 
Perfect-fitting Shoe Company, and resided 


{ with his son at No. 1136 South Hope streat. 


He came to ‘this city last Detember from 
Wisconsin, where he had been living with 
his only other child, a married daughter. 
Shortly after his arrival here he developed 
syinptoms of Jnsanity. He was not violent 
at all but was troubled with frequent fits 
of dejection and melancholy, anid a nurse 
was ‘hired to take care of him. 

At the Coroner’s inquest, which was held 
at the undertaking parlors of Kregelo & 
Bresee, at 1 °o’clock yesterday afternoon, 
the other details of the sad affair were 
learned. The man who was hired to attend 
Mr. Waterman night and day was in the 
habit of keeping the razor with which he 
shaved his charge in a closet near by. 
‘When he left the room about six’ o’clock 
last Tuesday morning in making his toilet 
the deceased got up and, obtaining pos- 
session of the razor, slashed himself with 
it across the throat, 
which, under ordinary circumstances, would 
not have proved fatal. Mr. Waterman lost 
about a pint of blood before the hemorrhage 
could be stopped, which, in addition to his 
other infirmities, so weakened him that 
death followed within forty-eight hours. 

The verdict of the jury was that the de- 
ceased came to his death by committing 
suicide with ‘a razor while — in- 
sane. 

The remains will be taken ae to 
his old home in Wisconsin for interment.
